had the Settlement of the Colony of Georgia been carri- 
ed on conformable thereto, and no other Reſtrictions or 
Reſervations made than what are therein mentioned, 
then would the Colony at this Time have been in a 
flouriſhing Condition, anſwerable to all thoſe glorious 
Ends that were propoſed and expected from ir: But on 
the contrary, Laws and Reſtrictions being made, ſuch 
as were never heard of in ay Britiſh Settlement, the Co- 
lony is brought to the preſent melancholy Situation. 

But we ſhall ſay no more at preſent on this Head than 
what Mr. Oglethorpe ſaid in Parliament relating to the 
Charitable Corporation, viz. * The bettcr the Deſign was, 
the more thoſe deſerve to be 2 N. who have diſappointed 
the Publick of reaping the Benefits that might have accrued 
* Inhabitants of all ſorts, Roman Catholicks only except- 
ed, ſrom all Parts of the World, were invited to poſ- 
ſeſs this promiſed Land, and large Sums of Money _ 
the Parliament, as well as Contributions from private 
and publick Charity, were collected; the Country was 
laid out as an Earthly Paradiſe, the Soil far ſurpaſſing 
that of England, the Air healthy, always ſerene, plea» 
fant and. temperate, never ſubject to exceſſive Heat or 
Cold, nor to ſudden Changes. | OS 
It was particularly ſer forth, and with a Shew of 
Reaſon enough, that this propoſed Settlement could not 
fail of ſucceeding when the Nation was ſo bountiful, the 
King ſo gracious, Þ the Truftees fo diſintereſted and he- 
nourable, who had, for the Benefit of Mankind, given 
up that Eaſe and Indolence to which they were entitled 
by their Fortunes, and the too prevalent Cuſtom of 
their Native Country ; 15 withal being able, by *

of Mr. Oglethorp?'s matchleſs Humanity and Genergſity, 
Who was to conduct the firſt, Embarkation, and who 
was, in all Appearance, to underyp the greateſt Hard- 
fhips, without any other View than to 
ftretied ; and, deſpiſing Intereft or Riches, was to ven- 
ture his Life, his All, in eſtabliſhing the intended Settle- 
ment. Glorious Preſages of the furure Happineſs of rhar 
Colony! Trreſiſtable apt otions to thoſe whoſe Genius or 
Circumftances led them to leave their native Country! 
No wonder then that great Numbers of poor Subjects, 
who lay under a Cloud of Misfortunes, embraced the 
e of once more taſting Liberty and Happi- 
neſs; that eus, attracted by the Temptation of Inhe- 
ritances, flock d over; that Germans, oppreſſed and diſ- 
ſatisfied at home, willingly. joined in the Adventure, 
ſome as Settlers, and 8 as Seryants to the T1 
Nees; and laftly, that great Numbers of Gentlemen of 
ſome Stock and Fortune, willingly expended Part of the 
ſame in purchaſing Servants, Tools, Commodities and 
other Neceſſaries, to entitle them to ſuch reſpective Pro- 
12 of Land as the Truſtees had thought proper to 
etermine, and ſuch Liberties and Properties as they 
had Reaſon to expect from his Majeſty's mot gracious 
Charter But how much they were all diſappointed the 
Sequel will ſhew. The fir Thing that was done was 
the circumſcribing the Rights and Titles 2 by his 
Majeſty, and making many other various Reſtrictions, 
Services and Conditions, impaſſible for any human Per- 
fon to perform; a few of which we ſhall here enumerate; 
In the firſt Place, there was an exceſſive 2uit-Rent laid 
upon the Land, being a great deal more than his Maje- 
ſty's Subjects in the other Britiþ Colonies pay, viz. 
Twenty Shillings Sterling for every Hundred Acres, to be 
r yearly; and if it, or any Part thereof, ſhould be 
ehind and unpaid by the Space of Six Calendar Months

Theſe were the chief 
Reftrictions in all the Grants of Lands, which appeared 
very hard even to Strangers, who had nor yet felt them, 

and who were ignorant of the Climate and Nature of 
the Place; but when any one complained of the Hard- 
ſhips of them, to palliate the Matter, it was given out, 
that Negroes were entirely uſeleſs and unprofitable, 
Wine, Silk, Olives, Gardens, and Manufactures for Wo- 
men and Children, were the intended Improvements of 
the Colony; that the Reſtriction of the Rights of Lands 
were only temporary, to prevent the bartering or ſel- 
ling them by che unthinking People at an Undervalue;

The 
FIRST Thing he did after he arrived in Georgia was 
to make a kind of ſolemn Treaty with a Parcel of fugitive 
Indians, who had been formerly baniſhed their own Na- 
tion for ſome Crimes and Miſdemeanors they had com- 
mitted, and who had, ſome Months before this, got Li- 
berty from the Governor of South-Carolina to ſettle 
there Some of theſe he afterwards carried home 
with him under the Title of Kings, c. and all of them 
have been ever ſince maintained at the publick Charge, 
at vaſt Expence, when many poor Chriſtians were ſtarv- 
Ing in the Colony for Want of Bread; and we may ſafe- 
ly affirm, (and appeal to the Store-books for the Truth 
of it) that a larger Sum of Money has been expended 
for the Support of thoſe uſeleſs Vagrants, than ever was 
laid out for the Encouragement ot Silk, Wine, or any 
other Manufacture in the' Colony, EI NE 1 2 
SECONDLY, He prohibited the Importation of Rum, 
under Pretence that it was deſtructive to the Conſtituti- 
on, and an Incentive to Debauchery and Idleneſs.

Ty unequal to the Strength and Conſtitution of white 
Servants, and the Hoeing the Ground, they being expo- 
| fed to the ſultry Heat of the Sun, inſupportable; and it 
is well known, that this Labour is one of the hardeſt 
upon the Negroes, even though their Conſtitutions. are 
much ſtronger than white People, and the Heat no Way 
diſagreeable nor hurtful to them; but in us it created 
inflammatory Fevers of various kinds both continued and in- 
termittent, waſting and tormenting Fluxes, moſt excrucat- 
ing Gbolicks, and Dry-Belly- Achs;, Tremors, Vertigoes, 
Paljies, and a long Train of painful and lingring nervous 
Diſtempers; which brought on to many a Ceſſation both 
from Work and Life; eſpecially as Water without any 
Qualification was the chief Drink, and Salt Maat the 
only Proviſions that could be had or afforded: And ſo 
eneral were theſe Diſorders, that during the hot Sea- 
ſon, which laſts from March to October, hardly one half 
of the Servants and working People were ever able to 
do their Maſters or themſelves the leaſt Service; and the 
yearly Sickneſs of each Servant, generally ſpeaking, 
coſt his Maſter as much as would have maintained a 
Negroe for four Years. Theſe Things were repreſent- 
ed to the Truſtees in Summer 1735, in a Petition for 
the Uſe of Negroes, ſigned by about Seventeen of the 
better ſort of People in Savannab In this Petition 
there was alſo ſet forth the great Diſproportion betwixt 
the Maintenance and Cloathing of white Servants and 
Negroes. This Petition was carried to England and pre- 
ſented to the Truſtees by Mr. Hugh Stirling, an experi- 
enced Planter in the Colony; but no Regard was had 
to it, or to what he could ſay, and great Reſentment 
was even ſhewn to Mr. Thompſon, the Maſter of the V ei- 
fel in which it went.

terrible Shock: For, inſtead of ſuch a free Government 
as We had Reaſon to expect, and of being judged by 
the Laws of our Mother Coumry, a * Di&ater, (under 
the Title of Bailiff and Sore-keeper). was appointed and 
left by Mr. Ogterborpe nt his Departure, which was in 
April $734 whote Wal and Plcafurs were the only Laws 
in Grorgia la regard to this Magiſtrate, the others 
were entirely nonimal, and in a Manner but Cyphers : 
Sometimes he would ask in publick their Opinion, in 
order to have the Pleaſure of ſhowing his Power by con- 
tradicting them. He would often threaten Juries, and 
eſpecially - when their Verdicts did not agree wu his 
Inelination or Humour. And in order the more fully 
to eſtabliſh his ahbe Authority, the Store and Diſpo- 
ſal ofthe Provißons, Money and public Places of Truſt, 
were committed to him; which Alteration it. his 
State and Circumſtances he became in a Manner infa 
_ Twated, being before that a Perſon of no Subſtance or 
Character, Having come over with Mr. Oglethorpe a- 
mongſt the firſt Forty, and left Eng/and upon account of 
ſomething committed by him concerning his Majeſty's 
Duties: However, he was fit enough tor a great many 
Purpoſes, being a Perſon naturally proud, covetous, tun- 

ming and - deceitful, and would bring his Defigns about 
by all poffible Ways ind Means. ; 

As his Potver inereaſed fo did his Pride, Haughtineſs 
and Cructy, inſomuch that he cauſed eighe Frecholders, 
With an Officer, to attend at the Door ot the Court eve- 
Ty Day it far, with their Guns and Bayoners, and they 
were commanded by his Orders to reft their Foretocks as 
oon as he appeared; Which made People in ſome Man- 
ner afraid to ſpeak their Minds, or Juries to act as their 

Conſciences directed them. He was ſeldom or never un- 
covered on the Bench, not even when an Oath was ad- 
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miniſtred; and being. Lb; * with Power 
and Pride, he chræatned every Perſan withour Piſtinci i- 
on, Rich and Poor, Strangers and Inhabirants, who in 
the leaſt oppoſed his arbitrary Proceedings, or claimed 
their y Rights and Privileges, with the Socks, N bin- 
ping-Poſt and Log-Houſe, and many times pat thoſe 
Threatnings in Execution; ſo that the Scorgia Stocks, 
Whippinge Poſs and La- Houſe, ſoon were famous in Cara: 
lina, and every where ele in Ameries where the Name 
of the Province was heard of, and the very Thoughts of

Firſt Bailiff, and Mr. 1 us appointed in his Stead; 
As to Mr. Henry Parker, who was appointed Third Bai- 
liff When Mr. Gordon came over, he was, in the fr 
Place, a Man who had nothing to ſupport himſelf and 
large Family but his Day-Labour, which was Sawing, 
and conſequently as ſoon as his Time was otherwiſe em- 
ployed he muſt be entirely dependent on the Store for 
his Subſiſtance. In the ſecond Place, he was a Man of 
no Education; fo that Mr. Cauſdon ſoon moulded him to 
his on liking, and infuſed into him what Notions he 
pleaſed. Thirdly, he was and is an abſolute Slave to Li- 

quor, and he who plies him moſt with it (which Cauſton 
always took care to do, and whoſe Example has been 
ſince followed by his Succeſſor Jones) has him, right or 
wrong, on his Side. As to Mr. Chriftie the Recorder, 
he was eaſily over- ruled by the other two, and the ſane 
Practice was always continued; for he who was appoin- 
ted Third Bailiff after Gordon's Diſmiſſion or Reſignati- 
on, was one Darn, nigh Seventy Years of Age, crazed 
both in Body and Mind, who died not long after his 
Appointment, and his Sueceſſor R. Gillert could neither 
read nor write; ſo that Cauſton had never after Gordon s 
Departure any Oppoſition made by the other Magiſtrates 
co his arbitrary Proceedings. It. we ſhould allow our- 
ſelves to enter into a Detail of the particular Inſtances of 
ſuch Proceedings, we ſhould exceed much our propoſed 
Bounds ; we ſhall therefore confine ourſelves to two on- 
ly, which may ſerve as a Specimen of the many others. 
ONE: is that of Capt. Foſeph Watſon: This Perſon having 
incurred Mr. Cauſtons Diſpleaſure, was indicted for ftir- 
ring up Animoſities in the Minds of the Indians, Ec. 
tending to the Ruin and Subverſion of the Colony. Up- 
on his Trial the Jury in their Verdict found him only 
guilry ot ſore unguarded Expreſſions, (altho twice retur- 
ned and hectored by Mr. Cauſton, who acted both as 
Witneſs and-Judge in the Matter) and verbally recom- 
mended him by their Foreman to the Mercy 10 che

Court, imagining or EM he might be lunatick : 
(however, as it afterwards appeared, it Was repreſented 
to the Truſtees that the Jury found him guilty of Luna- 
y in their Verdict) whereupon he was immediately con- 
Zned by Mr. Cauſton, (altho ſufficient Bail was offered) 
and kept Priſoner near three Years, without any Sen- 
tence. But, as we are informed this Affair now lies be- 
fore a proper Judicature; we ſhall ſay no more of it. 
The other Inſtance is that of Mr. Odingſell, who was 
an Inhabitant of Carolina, and had been a great Benefa- 
ctor to the infant Colony of Georgia, having given ſeve» 
ral Head of Cattle and other valuable Contributions tos 
wards the promoting it. This Perſon having come td 
Savannab to ſee how the Colony ſucceeded, aſter he 
had been there a few Days, being abroad ſome time af- 
ter it was Night, as he was going to his Lodgings was 
taken up in the Street for a Stroller, carried to the 
Guard-houſe, and threatned with the Stocks'and' Whip» 
ping-Poſt; the Terror and Fright of which (he being a 
mild and peaceable Man) threw him into a higb Fever 
wich a ffrong Delirium, crying out to every Perſon who 
came near him, that they were come to carry bim to the 
Whipping-Poft; and after lying tuo or three Days in this 
diſtracted Condition, he was carried aboard his Boat in 
order to be ſent home, and died in the Way ſome where 
about Dawfuskee Sound. 
Thus, while the Nation at home was amuſed with 
the Fame of the Happineſs and Flouriſhing of the Colo- 
ny, and of its being tree from Lamyers of any kind, the 
poor miſerable Settlers and Inhabitants were expoſed to 
as arbitrary a Government as Turky or Muſcovy ever felt. 
Very Looks were criminal, and the grand Sin of wwith- 
 ftanding, or any way oppoſing Authority, (as it was cal- 
led, when any Perlon inſiſted upon his juſt Rights and 
Privileges) was puniſhed without Mercy. Nevertheleſs, 
we bore all theſe Things patiently, in full Hopes that

And now, _ 
after ſo great Time and Charge, there are not ſo many 
Mulberry- Trees in all rhe Province of Georgia as man 
one of the Carolina Planters have upon their Plantationa, 
nor ſo much Silk made there in one Year as many o 
thoſe Planters do make: Nor could ever in that 
Garden raife one Vine to the Perfection of bearing Fruit. 
And here it may be obſerved, That the Sit Mr. Ogle 
thorpe carried over for a Preſent to Queen CAROLINE, 
was moſt of it, if not all, made in Carolina. Tho no 
proper Meaſures were ever taken for advancing the Sk 
and Wine Mannfanres, yet private Perſons made ſeve- 
ral Eflays towards the Culture of Zaropean Grapes; bur 
even ſuch Attempts met with no ſuitable En Wn. 
ment from Mr. e, as will ar from the tol- 
lowing Fact. Abrabam De Leon, a few, who had been 
many Years a Vineron in Portugal, and a Freeholder in. 
SCavannab, cultivated ſeveral kinds of Grapes in his Gar- 
den, and, amongſt others, the Porto aud Adalaga to 
great Perfection; of this he ſent home an atteſted Ac» 
\ count to the Board of Truſtees, ptopofing further, Thas 
Yee lead bim, upon ſuch Security as be offered, _ 
wo hundred Pounds Sterling, fer three Tears without 
Intereſt, that he would employ the ſaid Sum, with a fur 
ther Stock of his own, in ſending to Portugal, and bringing 
over Vines and Viteroas; and that he ſbould be bound to re- 
pay the Money in three Tears, and to have growing within 
the Colony Forty thouſand ſuch Vines, which be would furs 
miſh the Free bolders with at moderate Rates. The

The "Truſtees . ated with che Security, and 
accepted the. Propoſal, and wrote him, That they had 
remitted the Two hundred Pounds by Mr. Oglethorpe for 
- Sis Uſe; which he did not deny when applied to by the 
_. Jaid Leon for the ſame; but faid, that he could nor ad- 
vance more than Twenty or Thirty Pounds, in regard he 


had other Uſes for the Money; and fo that Deſign dropt. 

In February 173 76 Mr. Oglethorpe arrived in Georgia 
— S eee Vie, Wie eben of People, in 
_ . order to ſettle to the ſouthward, where he ſoon after 
carried them. Upon the Iſland of St. Simons he ſettled 
A Town, which he called Frederica; and about five Miles 
- Diſtance from thence, towards the Sea, he placed the 
independent Company which he removed from Port- 
Royal in Carolina, their former Station. On one of the 
Branches of the Alatamaba he ſettled the Higblanders, 
ina Village which was called Darien. Then he ſettled 
à Fort on Cumberland, which he named St. Andrews; 
and ſome time after he cauſed a Garriſon of about Fifty F 
Men to be placed on a ſandy Iſland (without freſh Wa- 
ter) in the Mouth of St. John's River, oppoſite to a Spa- 
aiſb Look-ont, where Poſſeſſion was kept for about % 
Months, and ſeveral Fortifications built; bur ar laſt he 
Was obliged to abandon it, after ſeveral People had loſt 
their Lives by the Inconveniencies of the Place, beſides 
great Sums of Money thrown away in vain. 


Whilſt Things thus paſſed in the ſouthern Part of the 
Province, Mr. Caufton was not idle at Savannah; and 
one would have e that he made it his particular 
Deſign further to exaſperate the People of Carolina: He 
ſtopt their Boats who were going up to New-Wwmdſer ; 
| and not content with that, he cauſed them to be ſearch- 
ac, and whatever Rum was found therein was directly 
ſtaved, in purſuance of an Act, as he alledged, entitu- 
led, An At againſt the Importation of Rum into the Colo-

Whilit Mr. Ogietborps ſtaĩd in Georgia, great Com- 
plaints were made againfl the arbitrary Proceedings of 
Mr. Cauſton; hut to no purpoſe: Like wiſe ſeveral Per- 
ſons endeavoured to ſhew the Impoſſibiliry of the Colo- 

ny's ſucceeding, according yo its then preſent Conſtitu- 
tion: But if this was done in his Hearing, he either al- 
.ways brow-beac the Perſon or evaded the Diſcourſe; 


if by he never made any Anſwer to them; & 
ven zltho” he had given publick Orders, chat every Per- 


fon ſhould give in their Grievances and Complaints t 
him in Writing, and that he would conkider and aniwer 
the fame. Bur chat we might not be entirely ignorant 


of his 'Thoughes, Mr. Cauſtan, who always ſpoke his

1736, moſt of which 
Time he ſpent to the Southward, and then embark'd for 
England, leaving Mr. Cauſton with the fame Authority 
he had formerly inveſted him with, and in the fame 
Power he then exerciſed, and the Colony under the 
4ame Difficulties and Hardſhips. oo 
In March thereatter we had Advice of the Spaniards 
Intentions of attacking the Colony from the Havannab. 
This put the whole Province in great Conſternation, e- 
ſpecially the Town of Savannab; they having neither 
Fort, Battery, or any other Place to ſnielter themſelves 
in, in caſe of any actual Attack: Therefore they imme 
diately ſet about building a Foogen Fort, and all ſorts of 
People labour'd continually until it was in ſome mea- 
ſure finiſh d; only Mr. Cauſton never came to the Work, 
but did all he could to retard it, making light of the 
Information, altho it was ſent Expreſs by Commodore 
Dent, with a Letter directed to the Commander in Chief 
"of Georgia; and has ſince been put out of all manner of 
Doubt, the Spaniards having at that time Four thouſand 
Men embarqued and ready to ſail, if an extraordinary 
Accident had not prevented * them. People now ſeeing 
the little Care that was likely to be taken in caſe of a 
real Attack; and likewiſe finding, to their Coſt, that 
the Improvement of Land was a vain and fruitleſs Labour 
with White Servants only, and with ſuch Reſtrictions 
and precarious Titles, many began to withdraw and 
leave the Colony, and very little was planted this Seaſon. 
And Now to make our Subjection the more complear, 
a new kind of Tyranny was this Summer begun to be 
5 impoſed upon us; for Mr. Fohn Weſly who had 
1737. come over and was receiv d by us as a Clergy- 
; man of {the Charch of Eugland, ſoon diſcovered

make a Recantation, having either terrified or ſtarv d them 
into a Compliance: But we bore theſe Things the more 
patiently, as being ſatisfied the Truſtees were Gentle 
men who had our Intereſt at Heart, and Who would 
hear and redreſs our Grievances in due Time, and that 
Mr. Oglethorpe might ſtill be a Friend to the Colony; 
but at laſt we heard He had procured a Regiment for 
its Defence, of which he was made Colonel; and that 


Hie was likewiſe made General and Gm in chief 
over all his Majeſty's Forces in South-Carolina and Geor- 


gia. This News was confirmed by William: Stephens, 
Eſq; who was ſent over as 'Truſtees Secretary, to repre- 
ſent the State and Condition of the Colony as. it really 
was, and to aſſiſt and conſult with the Magiſtrates: But 
Mr. Cauſton ſoon found the Means to bring over the old 
Gentleman to his Intereſt, or at leaſt to acguieſce in eve- 
ry Thing he ſaid or did; for he had ſtill the Command 
of the Caſh and Stores, and Mr. Stephens had nothing to 
live upon but his Salary, which he could ſtop the Pay- 
ment of at bleaſure; ſo our Secretary remained patlive 


until Cauſton s Government ended. 


At laſt Mr. Oglethorpe comes over for the third time, 
in September, wich the Remainder of his Regiment, the 


other Part having come with Colonel Cochran in May; 
but alas! this Regiment was of no Service, otherwiſe 


than to ſtrengthen us in caſe of an Attack; for we could 
neither furniſh them in Cloaths, Proviſions, nor any ore 


bet- 


bettering 22 Nr. Oplethorpe was pleaſed to 
declare in the Court-houſe of Savannab, _—_ 2 long as 
he had any thing to do with the Colony, there ſbould neither 
be 3 Negross, nor Alteration in the Titles of 
Land; and if any ſuch thing ſhould happen, he would have 
#0 farther Concern with it. The People thus ſeeing there 
was no Hope of Redreſs, left the Colony —_— and 
the Truftees Credit receiving a great Shock by their re- 
fuſing Mr. Caufton's certified Accounts, and an entire 
Stop being put to the publick Store, many poor Wret- 
ches died of Hunger; for at this Time Mr. Cauſſon was 
turned out of all his Places, and the Store was ordered 
to be ſold, in order, as was faid, to pay off the Truſtees 
Debts. One Thomas Jones, a Favourite of Mr. Oglethorpe, 
Whoſe Character we ſhall have Occafion to give after- 
wards, was put in his Place as Caſh and Store-keeper, 
only with a different Title, viz. that of Magazine-keep- 
ef — none but the Truſtees Kern were to — 4 
ied from ir: But the con appeared; for 
Sala Bills that were ſent ung Sees ordered to be iflued 
out in the Names of William Stephens, Eſq; Mr. Thomas 
Chriſtie and Mr. Thomas Fones, or any two of them; but 
the other 7200 agreeing together entirely excluded Chri- 
tie, and paid them to whom, and for what Purpoſe they 
thought convenient: They bought New-Zork Cargoes, 
and any other Commodities that could be got in Quan- 
cities, and put them into the Magazine, where they were 
fold out by Jones in Wholeſale and Retail for ready 
Money, at exorbitant Rates. This Trade they have car- 
ried on ever ſince to their vaſt Advantage, but to the 
no imall Diſtreſs of the poor People, who are obliged 
ro give at the Rate almoſt of cent. per cent. for their Pro- 
viſions. Thus, under the Colour of zo Store, theſe tuo 
keep as open a one as ever Cauſton did; and by — 
the publick Money at their Diſpoſal, the Payment of a 
Salaries and Penſions coming through their Hands, they 
are become as abhſolute; with this Difference, *

Cauſtons Power in every 9 extended over the 

| whole Colony, when it was moſt populous and Money 

moſt plenty; but theirs ſeems only to affect the wretch-

We might have imagined that the Fruſtees were | 
ſomewhar moved with our repeated Complaints, and that 


Mr. Caufton's Removal was owing thereto; but alas! 
in this we were miſtaken; nothing (as ever we could 


underſtand) was laid to his Charge on our Account; 
and it was of ſmall Benefit to us whether the Miſma- | 


nagement of Money, which was the Reaſon of his Diſ- 
miſſion, lies at his or Mr. Og/ethorpe's Door: And we 


cannot but here take notice, that Mr. Cauſton's Cale for- 
_ tifies the common Obſervation, That thoſe who-proftitute 


themſelves to carry on illegal and ot preſſivs Schemes, when 


they have once fluck'in the Aire, they are forſaken by their 


1 and deſpiſed by all the World befides.  \ 
- Mr. Oglethorpe ſtaid not long at Savannah, his com- 
mon Reſidence being at Frederica, where chey had, in 


Imitation of us, built a few Houſes, and cleared ſome 


Land; but finding Planting not anſwer, they left it off, 


and as ſoon as the Regiment came, almoſt every ine! 


berook themſelves to the keeping publick Houſes ; 


1n this Manner do the few that now remain live. 


All the publick Work being pur a Stop to, and clear- 
ing of Land being found impracticable, by which moſt 


of us had ruined ourſelves, we were in a miſerable Con- 
dition; and all Hope from Mr. Oglethorpe being at an 
End, we could hardly tell what to do But ſtil think- 


ing that the Truſtees might be ignorant or miſinformed 
of the preſent Condition of the Colony, we at laſt re- 
ſolved to ſer forth our Grievances in a ſhort and gene- 
ral Repreſentation, to be ſigned by all the Freeholders in

About the latter End of May 1740, Mr. Oglethorpe 
ſet out with his Regiment for Horida, and ſoon after the 
Carolina Forces, conſiſting of about Six hundred Men, 
Joined him, with about Three hundred Indians, and Six- 
ty Highlanders Volunteers from Darien, who were buoyed 
up by the General with the mighty Hopes of Reward, 
© beſides ſeveral Stragglers and Boatmen from other Parts 
of the Province and elſewhere; fo that, excluſive of Se- 
ven Men of War, there might be about Fifteen hundred 
effective Men aſſiſting at the Siege, as it was called, of 
the Caſtle of S7. Auguſtine. But we ſhall take no further 
NVotice of this Affair, than as it has affected or may ſtill 
affect che Colony of Georgia The Place being alarm- 
ed, the Highlanders, with ſome others, making in all 
One hundred and forty one Men, 'were poſted at Muſa, 
(his was a ſmall. Fort about a Mile diſtant from the 
Caſtle which had been abandoned by the Spaniards at

This Siege was raiſed about the Beginning of Fuly,; 
the General with the Remainder of his Regiment re- 
turned to Frederica; the Carolina Forces were ſhipped 
off for that Province; the few Georgians that were left 
repaired, as ſoon as they were allowed, to their ſeve- 
ral Homes in a miſerable Condition; and the Indians 
marched towards their reſpective Countries, very much 
weakned and difcontented ; the Cherokees returned, as 
they came, by Savannah, and of One hundred and ten 
healthy Men only about Ituenty got to their Nation, tlie 
reſt either periſned by Sickneſs or were ſlain: And thus 
ended the Campaign in Florida.

The ſouthermoſt Settlement in Georgia is FORT SF. 
ANDREWS, Fifty Miles South from Frederica, on the 
 South-weſt Side of Cumberland Iſland, upon a high Neck 
of Land which commands the River both Ways; the 
Walls are of Woad, filled up with Earth, round which 
are a Ditch and Palliſade; two Companies of General

with Strangers; they have been hitherto liberally ſup- 
ported both from Germany and England, and their Rights 
and Privileges have been much more extenſive than atiy 
others in the Colony: This Town lies fix Miles Eaft- 
ward from the Ola, on a high Bluff upon the Side of 
Savaneab River, and forty Miles from Savannah. Near 
to this Place, on a Creek of the ſame River, was built 
a Saw-Mill, which coft of the Publick Money above 
Fifteen hundred Pounds Sterling ; but, like moſt other 
publick Works, is now entirely ruinous.
